MR. STEVE MATRI SCH: Yes, Chairman. Good
mor ni ng, Chairman and Comm ssi oners.

Agenda Item AM-1 is a recommendati on
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to the Comm ssion to approve the Fiscal Year 2015
Transportati on Regul atory Fund Annual Report. Per
the Illinois Commercial Transportation Law, the
Comm ssion is required to submt this report to the
Governor and the General Assenmbly, and the report is
to contain expenditures fromthe Transportation
Regul at ory Fund.

This year's report contained a summary
of the revenue deposited into the fund as well as
Comm ssion expenses and a listing of the Staff
positions paid by that fund. For Fiscal Year 2015,
the total amount of revenue deposited into the fund
was $11.6 mllion dollars. Of that anount,
approximately, 7.4 mllion was derived from Mot or
Carrier, Tele, Collateral Recovery, and Warehousi ng
activities. 4.2 mllion came fromthe railroad
i ndustry, or the Grade Crossing Protection Fund.

Of the $11.6 mllion dollars, more
than half -- or 6.5 mllion -- came from just two
sources: The Unified Carrier Registration Program
whi ch is an annual registration that the

Transportation Bureau perforns of interstate notor

carriers in the state of Illinois, and 3 mllion from
a Grade Crossing Protection Fund that is used by the
Comm ssion for admnistrative purposes relating to
our rail safety activities. The Unified Carrier

Regi strati on and Grade Crossing Protection Fund
amounts have remained at their current levels for a
number of years and are set by | aw.

The | argest increase in revenue for
FY 2015 was fromthe Coll ateral Recovery industry.
The first year that the Comm ssion regul ated that
i ndustry, which was FY 2013, we collected just a
little over $541,000 in revenue. The second year
t hat ampunt was $783, 000. For FY 2015, the total
revenue from Coll ateral Recovery licensing activity
is $1.2 mllion dollars. That increase is primarily
caused by rul e-making that becanme effective in the
spring of 2014.

As for expenses that are reflected in
this year's report, $10.5 mllion dollars was spent
fromthe fund. This anmount reflects a $660, 000
decrease fromthe prior fiscal year due largely to

vacanci es being unfilled and a reduction in travel
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commodity and equi pment costs.

For FY '15, 5-and-a-half mllion was
spent on personnel services. This anount is nore
t han $300, 000 | ess than what had been spent each of
the prior three fiscal years. In FY 2015, 62 |ICC
Staff positions were paid for with Transportation
Regul atory Fund dol |l ars. 15 of those positions were
outsi de of the Transportation Bureau and incl ude
positions fromthe Office of the Chairman and
Comm ssioners, the Executive Director's Office, Human
Resources, External Affairs, Information Technol ogy,
and Adm nistrative Services.

COWMM SSI ONER DE VALLE: And unlike other
agencies, will we have authorization to spend the
non- personnel dollars?

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COMM SSI ONER DE VALLE: For this fiscal year,
this next fiscal year -- the current fiscal year.

MR. STEVE MATRI SCH: No. This report reflects
revenue and expenses for FY '15, which ended on June
30t h.

COMM SSI ONER DE VALLE: | understand that. " m
tal ki ng about the current fiscal year. W don't have
aut hori zation to spend non-personnel dollars out of
that fund; is that correct?

MR. STEVE MATRI SCH: | believe that question is
best posed to someone other than ne. My
understanding is that the Transportation Bureau and
the Comm ssion as a whole have the same issues as
ot her State agenci es.

COMM SSI ONER DE VALLE: Okay. Thank you.
